RITA DREW THINKS THE INDUSTRY HAS GONE DOWNHILL 


Remembering when movies were golden 


ovie theaters aren’t anything like they 
used to be and movies aren’t as good. 
So said 94-year-old Rita Drew, 


speaking from experience. Rita and her 


husband, Hollis, own®d and operated the Temple Theater in 


East Jordan for 36 years. 


And what years those were — 1933 through 1969. The 


years of movies such as “Casablanca,” “Gone With the 
Wind” and the ever-popular westerns. Movies with stars 
whose names still live on — Rudolph Valentino, Rita 


Hayworth, and one of Rita Drew’s favorites, Robert Taylor. 

The Drews renovated the theater. “We bought a new 
silver screen,” Rita said, her eyes widening. “It was 
beautiful.” It was also huge, not like the onegof today, she 
said. She doesn’t understand how people can enjoy movies 
on such small screens. 


And for that matter, she doesn’t understand how people 


can enjoy the movies of today at all. 

“¥ don’t like today’s movie theaters or the movies,” 
Rita said. “They’re real nasty. I don’t think it’s good for 
young people to see It gets so that’s all they want to see.” 

The Temple Theater always had good clean shows, she 
said, The theater had a beautiful, large stage. The Drews 


“would have a stage show or play a radio show and then 


show a movie. 
. “Lots of people came to the movies, .” she-said. “The 


priest even told the people in church that they were lucky to 
have good movies in town. Parents could take their children 


to the movies any time.” 

Betty Nessel remembers when the Drews owned and ~ 
operated the Temple Theater. Nessel was about 9 years old. 
when she used.to go.to Saturday matinees. : 

“My mother used to tell me to go to the movies,” | 


-Nessel said. It was a time for the young girl to get out of. 


the house for awhile and her mother didn’t have to worry 


movies for children. 

“T think if parents got busy and complained about the 
movies, maybe something would get done,” she said. 

Rita knows that determination and standing up for 
what she thinks is right usually works. 

She argued against block movies when companies 
began selling them to theaters. Block movies are packages 
of several movies sold together. Theaters were required to 
purchase the package, even if the owners didn’t want 
certain movies that were included in the package. 

“T wouldn’t take the block because there was one nasty

about her. 

Nessel has fond memories of Rita. “She used to give 
me popcorn when I didn’t have the money for it.” She was 
business-like, but a friendly woman, Nessel said. 


Rita worked mostly in the theater’s box office. “I was - 


the one who pulled in all of the money,” she said. 


The Drews operated the theater until Hollis’s death in 


1969. They also built and operated a bowling alley located 
next to the theatre. Hollis wanted the bowling alley, Rita 
said, then decided he would rather run the theatre. “I told 
him ‘you wanted the bowling alley, you take care of it.’” 
Rita and Hollis were married for 49 years. They had 


- one daughter, Peggy, who lives in Grand Rapids. 


‘Rita believes that it is up to parents to demand better 


movie,” Rita said. She called the Detroit office, but they 
insisted that she take all of the movies. After getting no 


where with Detroit, Rita called the head office in New York 


City. She argued with the New York office until they told 
her she could take out the movie she didn’t want. 
“So I won,” Rita said.

whom she-credits for saving her life. 

Late last summer Rita, who lives alone in her East 
Jordan home, fell in her bathroom and broke her hip. She 
laid there for several hours before her cries for hqlp were 
heard by Taz. 

Taz, a Lhasa-apsos is the pet of Joyce Kennedy, 
whose father, Harley Barber, lives next door to Rita.

Tf we are to be successful, we must find a way 
to heal the divisions generated by this issue. We 
must learn from this process to be more diligent in 
our awareness of the actions of our city govern- 
ment and its employees. we must strive to uncover 
the facts and not rely on hearsay or gossip to form 
our opinions, and we must learn to agree to 
disagree on some issues. We should not personal- 
ize these differences and take offense at someone 
else’s point of view. There is always a certain 
validity on each side of any specific issue. 

It is obvious that supporters on both sides of 
this issue feel they have East Jordan's best interest 
at heart. This is the one umifying emotion we must 
encourage. Regardless of how this issue is 
resolved, we must remember that we are one 
community that wants the best for its future. I 
think we all can agree on that.

Information highway leads to family roots

During my childhood I was always confused by 
the large number of grandmothers and grandfathers, 
great aunts and great uncles and aunts and uncles I 
was blessed with. 

I was never quite sure of how they were all 
related until I was 
about 10 years old, 
but I knew there 
were a lot of them. 
I knew that all of 
my grandparents 
came from 
Germany but never 
knew why or how 
they came here. 

All 10 of my 
Osterbeck aunts 
and uncles were

born in Michigan 
after Gerhard with Friedrich-Kar! and 
Osterbeck andIda_ Jutta Oesterbeck. 


Pauley were 
married in Detroit on November 29 1890 and settled 
in the Saginaw/Sebewaing area. My Grandmother's 
family, the Pauleys, settled in the Rogers City area. 

Both of my daughters were interested in this as 
they grew older and while they were both in high 
school we did a family tree, beginning with my 
grandparents, that was quite informative. That piece 
of work done on an old piece of cardboard in is my 
house somewhere, but is hidden so well that we will 
have to move before we can find it. 

As those aunts and uncles have been passing 
away so has the knowledge of the family. In another 
attempt to know who everyone is the whole subject 
of the family tree resurfaced. My father’s remaining 
two sisters Beatrice Rienbold of Saginaw, and 
Augusta Henning of Petoskey, and my father George, 
who turned 92 on Jan. 2, have helped me get the 
tight names on all of the photographs in my posses- 
sion, and to identify the. relationships. 

I was viewing both the German Culture and the 
German Genealogy Newsgroups on the Internet 
beginning in March 1995 in an attempt to see if this 


source would reveal a path to follow to begin a 
search into the past. In July 1995 I wrote a letter to the 
City Hall in Dinslaken, Germany, and gave them my 
grandfather’s name and his birthdate along with the 
request that I would like anything they could provide 
on the family name. 

I heard nothing and had forgotten about it until 
the following October when I posted a similar note 
on the German Genealogy Newsgroup on Usenet 
News on the Internet. I received several replies 
providing information that I already had but was 
encouraged by the response. In early October I had a 
response that was a blockbuster and would ultimately 
provide me with one of the highlights of my life. 

A young woman by the name of Birgit Tenter 
had seen my message and told me she would help. 
Her mother was from the same town as my grandfa- 
ther. Further, Birgit is a librarian in Oberhausen 
which is in the immediate area. 

Over the next month we wrote to each other 
almost every day exchanging information that would 
help her in her search with town and church records. 
She provided me with so much information that I 
almost failed to believe it. A major piece of data that 
I needed was to connect the Osterbecks who came in 
Michigan with the Oesterbecks who stayed in 
Germany (notice the slight change in spelling). 

My great grandfather Oesterbeck was brought to 
this country by his son, my grandfather. They worked 
as coal miners and farmers in Sebewaing, Mich. I 
called the Bad Axe City Clerk and acquired his death 
certificate which provided the correct names of his 
mother and father from Germany. The parents listed 
on his death certificate linked perfectly with the 
information I had received from Birgit. 

Birgit sent me another set of records acquired 
from the Lutheran Church which practically dupli- 
cated the civil records. We also received maps from 
an 1830's census that showed the Oesterbecks owned 
a farm of 136 acres. Birgit had sent me some present 
day detailed maps of this land and late one night I 
was studying the contents trying to imagine what it 
looked like so long ago. To my utter disbelief I 
discovered a pink shaded area adjacent to the 
Autobahn called the Oesterbeckshof. 

It is still a farm with the family name and is now

a horse breeding farm with boarding stables. Once 
again ] was thunderstruck and could not believe that I 
was having this good fortune. I sent an e-mail to 
Birgit and asked that she explore this finding to see if 
it was in fact the old family Oesterbeck farm. She 
visited it soon after and confirmed that it was the 
same place. She sent me some photographs. One was 
a beautiful aerial picture showing the size and layout. 

I have been corresponding with a third cousin 
Friedrich-Karl Oesterbeck, for a year or so gathering 
more of the story. Last fall, in late October and early 
November, we took a riverboat trip in Europe 
beginning in Amsterdam, traveling up the Rhein/ 
Main/Main-Danube Canal and Danube, and ending in 
Budapest. I had arranged to spend a day visiting with 
my new-found family. 

I rented a car in Frankfurt and first traveled to 
Birgit’s house and met her mother, father and brother. 
Birgit speaks excellent English and my German is 
enough to get by. Her family spoke less English than 
I spoke German. Birgit and her mother went with me 
to the farm where we met the present owners, the 
Karl Kochs, whose great-great-great-grandfather 
purchased the farm from my great-great-great- 
grandfather Oesterbeck in the middle 1800’s. We 
found out quite a bit about the background and met 
with the owners’ son who also spoke excellent 
English. 

We spent about an hour talking and starting a 
relationship. The Kochs were dumbfounded that we 
came from the United Stated to see them. I am 
relying on the son to provide more of the history as 


You're 


time goes on as he was very informed and also 
interested in the history. 

We then traveled a few miles back to Oberhausen 
where there on the sidewalk waiting for us was Jutta 
Oesterbeck, my cousin Friedrich-Karl Oesterbeck’s 
wife. We had a little reunion party with a tray of 
champagne surrounded with German and American 
flags and toasted each other until it was all gone. 
Obviously, there will be more reunions and more 
toasting. : 

It was a day that I will never never forget. We 
were all unbelievably happy that this was happening 
as none of the Oesterbecks in Germany had any idea 
that there were Osterbecks anywhere else. 

Today, all of the detail recovered to date has been 
placed in a computer software program called Family 
‘Tree Maker and the tree is about 100 inches wide and 
has all the people with all of the dates beginning back 
in the 1500s who have been connected to the 
Oesterbeck story. I have also made contact with a 
Margaret Driver, who now lives in New Jersey, 
whose grandmother was an Oesterbeck and the 
cousin of my grandfather. She was attending the 
University of Heidelberg right after the war and 
ended up marrying an officer in the U.S. Armed 
Forces and moved to this country. One of my father's 
sisters used to send the Oesterbecks food and 
clothing during the war when this woman was just a 
child. I have a copy of a letter from them written to 
my aunt thanking them for helping to keep them alive 
during and right after the war. It is one of the most 
poignant letters I have ever read. 

The power of the Internet and today’s technology 
is available for learning about anything and is only 
limited by your thoughts. I have learned about Ger- 
man history and language, the migration of people, 
record keeping, wars, and mythology all because I 
value my family more than anything. I had an intense 
desire to know who they are and where I came from. 

I now know the story began in its written form in 
1628 when Heinrich Oesterbeck married Ennecken 
Barmschied and they worked the earth in the rolling 
hills of Heisfeld on the north side of the Ruhr Valley. 
Today I feel very, very proud that I am a part of a 
family that never gave up and I am just beginning to 
know how great they are.

Boyne City fifth graders will 
have more elbow room after mid- 
winter break. 

Karen Jarema, At-Risk coordi- 
nator for the middle school, said if 
all goes well a new portable class- 
room will be functional by Feb. 18 
and will house a fifth section of fifth 
graders. This will mean there will be 
23 students in each portable as op- 
posed to 28 or 29 which is currently 
the case, 

A search for a long-term substi- 
tute teacher to finish the school year 
should be concluded by that time as 
well, Jarema said. 

Jarema said she and the fifth 
grade staff are working together to 
determine which students will make 
the move. The list has not yet been 
finalized. 

“We’re looking at a combination 
of things,” Jarema said. She said a 
few students will be moving from 
each existing section. The goal is to 
bring together a heterogeneous group 
such as exists in the current four sec- 
tions. The staff may consider mov- 
ing “buddies” to make the transition 


easier, as well as moving students 
who have indicated they would like 
to try out the new classroom. 

Providing an adequate learning 
environment was of greater concern 
than making the mid-year move, 
Jarema said. 

“The larger classes were the 
main concern, and that outweighed 
the concern of moving students mid- 
year,” she said. Not only will the stu- 
dents have more of their teacher’s 
time, but the classrooms themselves 
will lend themselves to today’s teach- 
ing methods. 

“It’s not just a matter of sitting 
at a desk,” Jarema explained. In ad- 
dition to desks and chairs, a class- 
room requires learning activity space 
in which students move around. The 
additional classroom will enable 
teachers to work in a non-restrictive 
environment, she said. 

The new portable was purchased 
based on enrollment figures. Jarema 
said the budget committee approved 
the purchase early in the year. The 
four existing fifth grade classrooms 
also are housed in portables.

“Without a 
citizens’ group such as FOJ inform- 
ing people on issues such as Antrim 
gas drilling, the public and political 
bodies, such as the Antrim County 
Board of Commissioners, may not 
receive the education and awareness 
to be able to take appropriate action 
in a timely manner.”

FOJ is 
also forming plans with other agen- 
cies and citizens for protection of the 
jower Jordan area, and has begun 
working with local schools on water 
quality monitoring.

Boyne Falls School puts strategy 
together to improve test scores 


State test scores aren't where 
Boyne Falls Superintendent Patrick 
Smith would like to see them, but 
they’re getting there. 

“We'd like our scores up,” he 
said. “They are up in comparison 
with a year ago.” 

Smith said his district has made 
considerable effort and considerable 
change in the curriculum and teach- 
ing practices. The district's goal is to 
meet or exceed state average scores 
by the year 2000. 

“We're not altogether happy. but 
plans are in place and we're encour- 
aged by the increases.” Smith said. 

The district has introduced im- 
provements to its math and language 
arts curriculum, from textbooks to 
teaching methods. The science cur- 
riculum is targeted this year, and so- 
cial studies are on tap in 1998. With 
two years into tmplementing an in- 
tegrated curriculum and two years on 
deck, Smith fecls the district is on 
track to meeting the state testing re- 
quirements.
